A Grasshopper Plague in Kan- 
sas-They Hide the Sun and 
Stop Railroad Trains. 

Our Western exchanges are all more or 
less excited on the subject of grasshoppers, 
which are represented as numerous a! the 
locusts in Egypt during the reign of Pha- 
raoh, some time ago. The Wyaudott Ga- 
zette says that on Cross Creek, between To- 
peka and Wamego, they fill the air like 
snowflakeri in a winter storm. In Mar- 
shall county they have made their appear- 
ance in myriads, doing immense injury to 
the crops and grass. The inse'ets are said 
to resemble somewhat our common prairie 
grasshopper, with some characteristics of 
the locust. They are traveling Fast, and 
destroy every thing vegetable along the 
road. 

The Kearney Herald >ays the whole coun- 
try, for miles around, is filled with grass- 
hoppers. They are destroying the crops 
— stalk and branch — with alarming brev- 
ity. By the last of this week they will 
have destroyed the last vestige of cultiva- 
ted vegetation, and will then commence on 
prairie grass and sod production. 

An exchange says that portions of north- 
western Kansas arc overrun by these pests. 
They come in swarms bo thick that the 
sun is hidden They have literally strip- 
ped corn-fields, eaten up the grass, weeds 
and leaves on the trees. Their ravages 
wen- confined to a track about twelve miles 
wide by three hundred miles long. They 
come from the direction of Fort Kearney. 

The Nemaha Courier complains that the 
country thereabouts has been stormed by 
them for a week. They come down like 
snow-flakes, covering the ground and everv 
visible object, and fluttering in the breeze 
thicker and more of them than the shreds 
of a dilapidated dishcloth in the hands of 
a maddened kitchen maid. 

The Kansas City Journal]* informed by 
John B. Griffin, Fs<j . who has just retur- 
ned from Junction City. Kansas, that is 
overrun with grasshoppers. They come 
in swarms from the west so thick that the 
sun is hidden wherever they appear. They 
are fariug sumptuously, stripping corn- 
fields and eating up the grass, weeds and 
IMHH of the trees. The Lawrence Trib- 
une, we also notice, makes mention of their 
adveut, and says their ravages have so far 
been confined to a track twelve miles wide 
and three hundred miles long. Some idea 
of the vast quantity of these insects may- 
be inlet l d from the fact of their having 
got on the railroad track of the Union Pa- 
cific Road in such numbers as to cause the 
wheels to slip on the rails. The freight 
train due Wyandotte evening before last 
was actually detaiued several hours in con- 
sequence of the grasshoppers having tak- 
en possession of the track. 

The Soldiers' and Sailors' Conven- 
tion — Declaration op Principle*; 

Adopted. 

The following is the declaration of prin- 
ciples adopted by the Cleveland conven- 
tion : 

The Uniou soldiers and sailors who ser- 
ved in the army and navy of the United 
States in the war for the suppression ef 
the insurrection end the maintenance of 
the Constitution, the Government aud the 
flag of the Uniou. grateful to Almightv 
God for His preservation of them through 
the perils and hardships of war, aud for 
His mercy in crowning their efforts with 
victory, freedom and peace; deploring the 
absence from their midst of many brave 
and faithful comrades, who had sealed with 
their life's blood their devotion to the sa- 
cred cause of American nationality; aud 
determined now as heretofore to stand by 
the principles for which their glorious dead 
have fallen, and by which the survivors 
have triumphed, being assembled in a Na- 
tional mass convention, iu the city of 
Cleveland, Ohio, this 17th day of Septem- 
ber, l8bY». do resolve and declare: 

First — That we heartily approve the re- 
solutions adopted by the National Uniou 
Convention, held iu the city of Philadel- 
phia, on the 11th of August last, compos- 
ed of delegates representing all the States 
ami Territories of the United States. 

Second-— That our object in taking up 
arms to suppress the late rebelliou was to 
defend and maintain the supremacy of the 
Constitution and preserve the Union with 
all the dignity, equality and rights of the 
several States unimpaired, and not in any 
spirit of oppression, nor for any purpose 
of conquest and subjugation; and that, 
whenever there shall be any armed resis- 
tance to the lawfully-constituted authori- 
ties of our National Union, either in the 
South or in the North, in the East or iu 
the West, emulating the self-sacrificing pa- 
triotism of our revolutionary forefathers, 
we will again pledge to its support our 
lives, our fortunes and our sacred honor.

About two or three weeks ago. iu a 
house near the fair grounds, a woman was 
found dead ou the floor.

They 
were brought there mi Friday. Their 
mother was buried by some one in the 
country. When these little girls come 
to the home, they were the pit ture of mis- 
ery aud want, and not >cuvely a rag ou 
to hide their nakedness, cm... i tied aud 
sallow, they looked like living skeletons, 
and they were crying for bread. The 
hahy. about three years of age, died on 
Saturday. The poor little thing was too 
near gone for any human aid to do her any 
good. She hegged for hread until she 
dieil. 

Another one named Lizzie, about seven 
or eight years of a;_'e died on Wednesday. 
She was a pretty, sweet little girl, but re- 
duee 1 to a mere »ke!etoi She bogged If A K I MY \ II K. 
those around her to give her some meat 
and bread, to the last.

She at first begged 
every one who came near her to give her 
some meat aud bread, as she had been lit- 
erally starving; 

These are the plain facts as they are. 
They need uo embellishment. A mother 
and two little daughters dyiug, iu a few 
days of each other, from want, aud two 
others found in a dying state, and all this 
for the want of bread and assistauee. The 
wife of a soldier w"ho died in the Confed- 
erate army, and those little girl his chil- 
dren. Her name was Mrs. Brooks, and 
she came from Randolph county. If any 
one doubts these facts, by going to the 
Home for Orphan, they can find out about 
them. 

War in South America. 

The following are the particulars of the 
great battle between the Paraguayans and 
the Allies of the Platte, on the till aud 
lKth of July : 

The affair arose from a determination of 
the allies to dislodge the Paraguayans 
from the position they were fortifying, on 
a hill, which would have enabled them to 
endanger the allied left aud rear. The 
Paraguayans were surprised aud driven 
out at daybreak, ou the ltith, by a brigade 
of Brazilians, after a short fight. The 
victors then advanced to the assault of the 
Paraguayan works, iu rear, but were re- 
ceived with such a heavy fire that they 
were forced to abandon the attempt and 
confine themselves to the defense of the 
workw they had taken. This was success- 
fully done, notwithstanding two fierce at- 
tacks were made by the Paraguayans. 

A storm of missiles was poured on the 
ground. The allies suffered considerable 
loss, and the troops under fire were re- 
lieved several times during the day. The 
next day passed without fighting, but a 
reconnoissanee made to uncover the Par- 
aguayan movements, and the works were 
charged into and a general assault of the 
next line of the Paraguayan fortifycations, 
which was carried, but recovered, and 
again retaken, but finally, after very heavy 
fighting, which involved almost all the 
forces on both sides, the allied command- 
ers recognized that success in that direc- 
tion would be too dearly bought, and their 
troops were recalled, retiring in good or- 
der without being pursued. 

The Paraguayans, however, made a 
dash with cavalry on the flank of the Ar- 
gentines on the right, but were repulsed, 
and fighting ceased on both sides. The 
work capitulated on the 16th, and remains 
in the possession of the allies. This was 
strengthened with heavy cannon and mor- 
tars, and is likely to be of great service to 
the allies. The Paraguayans continued 
up to the 18th to send down torpedoes. 
On the 14th and 15th two explosions oc- 
curred so near the principal vessel of the 
allied fleet, as to shake her severely. A 
boat was blown up and eight persons kill- 
ed. 

The second Brazjlian army, nine thous- 
and strong, under Ponto Allegre, has been 
incorporated with the allied forces. Two 
or three hundred convalescents had also 
joined. Further reinforcements have al- 
so been sent for and are expected from Bra- 
zil and the Argentine provinces.

The strong and vigorous speech of the 
veteran General Wool, delivered at the 
Soldiers' and Sailors' Convention, at Cleve- 
land, will fall upon the public mind like 
the blast of a trumpet. The cotempo- 
rary of General Scott, the hero of three 
wars, far in the decline of life, with no 
possible object in view of a personal or 
selfish character, the warnings he jrives 
to his country men can not but be heeded 
and respected by them.
